TTE MUNICIPAL ( TEMPORARY PROVISIONS) BILL 
WAEREAS it is expedierit further to amend the Trivandrum 

City Municipal Act, IV of 1116 , the Travancore 
Irownble , District Municipalities Act, 1.116 , (XXIII of 

1116 ) and the Cochin Municipal Act, XVIIT of 
1113 for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : 
1. (1) This Act may be called the Municipal ( Temporary 

Provisions ) Act, 1953.

Statement of Objects and Reasons , 
Under the Trivandru City Municipal. Act, the Travancore 
District Municipalities Act and the Cochio Municipal Act as 
amended , the term of office of the Councillors of the Corporation 
of Trivandruri and the other Municipal Councils in the State 
extended up to the 1st January 1953. Accordingly ,steps were 
taken to hold the elections in October and November. But it, 
however, became necessary to postpone the elections to January 
and February: Consequently , the Municipal Acts had to be 
amended to further extend the term of the existing Councils up 
to 15th February 1953. The further extension of the term 
resulted in the adoption of temporary provisions for the following 
purposes : - . . : . 

( 1 ). limiting the term of the new Councils to less than three 
years so that the next Councils would come into ofiice on the 1st 
January 1956 ; and (2 ) altering the dates for thepreparation and 
passing of the budget estimates for the financial year.com 
mercing on the 1st April 1953. It was also necessary to make pro 
vision for the appointment of a Special Oficer to exercise the 
powers and discharge the functions of Chairman and Council of 
certain newly constituted municipailties until the Councils for 
those municipalities are duly constituted after gederdi Olections. 
Accordingly, His Highness , the Rajpramukh promulgated the 
Municipal ( Temporary Provisions) Ordinance; 1932 to give effect, 
to the objects referred to above. The present Bill is intended to 
replace the Ordinance by an Act of the Legislature , ... 
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
